Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 20.—With only 
an hour to live, under the term s of the 
death warrant read to him, R. Mead 
Shumway was reprieved by the su 
preme court and a stay of sentence 
granted until March 5.

affidavits that one of the jurors who 
sat in the case committed suicide be­ 
cause of remorse over his acquiescem» 
in the death penalty and a furthet 
affidavit that Shumw’ay was struck 0 1 1 
the head when a boy and that his 
mind 
was affected in consequence. 
F. G. Hamer, who worked for Shurn- 
way’s reprieve, will seek a commuta­ 
tion of sentence to life imprisonment. 
Shuinway was prepared to die. 
He 
had put on his death suit, a dark 
gray Instead of the usual black; had 
eaten his last dinner; had heard the 
death warrant read to him, while he 
held the electric light so that Clerk 
Heiloman could see plainly, and had 
listened to the words of a minister. 
Everything was set for his death, a 
crowd of 150, the largest crowd ever 
gathered within the prison walls to 
witness an execution, wmited In the 
cold broom corn warehouse and the 
hangman was leaning against the scaf­ 
fold waiting for his victim. 
Then the 
warden ran across the court crying 
out the reprieve and Shumwrny for a 
time was saved. 
The decision of the supreme court 
j in the last appeal for a rehearing was 
evenly divided on the question, Judg«1 
Rose not sitting.

in the death penalty and a furthei 
affidavit that Shumway was struck on 
the head when a boy and that his 
mind was affected in consequence. 
F. G. Hamer, who worked for Shum- 
way’s reprieve, will seek a commuta­ 
tion of sentence to life imprisonment. 
Shumway was prepared to die. 
He 
had put on his death suit, a dark 
gray instead of the usual black; had 
eaten his last dinner; had heard the 
death warrant read to him, while he 
held the electric light so that Clerk 
Heileman could see plainly, and had 
listened to the words of a minister. 
Everything was set for his death, a 
crowd of 150, the largest crowd ever 
gathered within the prison walls to 
witness an execution, waited in the 
cold broom corn warehouse and the 
hangman was leaning against the scaf­ 
fold waiting for his victim. Then the 
warden ran across the court crying 
out the reprieve and Shumway for a 
time was saved. 
The decision of the supreme court 
In the last appeal for a rehearing was 
evenly divided on the question, Judge 
Rose not sitting. The evidence upon 
which Shumway was convicted was 
circumstantial. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—Three of the 
great supply measures of the govern­ 
ment passed through various stages 
of enactment into law in the house of 
representatives.

No treasury appropriation is need­ 
ed to carry out the provisions of the 
act, Robert B. Whiteside of Duluth, 
Minn., owner of the big tree groves, 
receiving in exchange therefor stump- 
age of equal value on other forest 
land owned by the government.

WILL BE HELD AT THE HACUE 


Secretary of State Bacon W i l l Invite 


the Forty-five Nations Represented 


at the Peace Conference to Partici­ 


pate in the Conservation Congress 


Next September— President Roose­

suggested to the president that all 
nations* should be Invited to join to 
get her in a conference on the subject 
of world resources and their inven 
tory, conservation and wise utilization. 
Anticipating the wide interest which 
would naturally be aroused in other 
countries by the present conference, 
the president him self saw the pro!) 
ability that it would be the precursor 
of a world conference. 
By an aide- 
memoire of Jan. 6, last, the prim 
cipal governments 
were informally 
sounded to ascertain w hether they 
would look with favor upon an invita 
lion to send delegates to such a con­ 
ference. 
The responses have so far 
been uniformly favorable. 
That President Roosevelt is deeply 
concerned regarding certain phases 
of the natural resources of countries, 
other than the United States, especial 
ly th at of the denuding of the fo re s ts 
and the diminishing water supply of 
those countries, was made known to 
those who discussed the matter with 
him. 
This was one of the prime far- 
tors w-hieh led him to initiate the 
i worldwide movement.

The action of the leading m anufac­ 
turers in effecting an open m arket 
followed a series of conferences that 
have been held here for the past 
three days by Judge Gary and the 
heads of the various subsidiaries of 
the corporation, together with officials 
of other steel m anufacturing com­ 
panies.

Judge Gary, in an official statem ent, 
says th a t the sm aller steel m anufac­ 
turing concerns for one cause or an­ 
other, particularly the tariff agitation, 
have become more or less excited and 
dem oralized and have been selling 
th eir products below those prices gen­ 
erally m aintained and this led to un­ 
reasonable price cutting by certain 
m anufacturers, who, though opposed 
to a change, felt the necessity of pro­ 
tecting th eir customers. 
It is the first time in the history of 
•the tru st th at there has been a mar* 
ket for steel. 
The tru st has refused 
to reduce prices In bad tim es, ' al­ 
though consum ers say th a t prices are 
very much higher th an they were 
when th e tru st was organized. 
The slashing of prices does not even 
spare steel rails, which have in the 
past been held immovable at $28 a 
ton.
